United States. 

The scope of the series, hitherto covering production workers only, 
has been enlarged to cover the total number of persons on establishment 
payrolls who worked full or part time or received pay for any part of the 
pay period ending nearest the 15th of the month. Proprietors, self- 
employed persons and members of the armed forces are excluded. 
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Guatemala 


The following new series on employment and total hours worked in 
manufacturing has been introduced in this issue : 


Definition. Wage earners on payrolls of manufacturing and electric 
power generation establishments in Guatemala City. 


Coverage. Wage earners who received pay during the week concerned, 
usually that containing the 15th day of the month, irrespective of time 
actually worked, Workers absent on vacation, sick leave, ete., are excluded. 


Source of data, These statistics are based on reports of establishments. 


Computation. The series is based on returns obtained monthly from a 
sample of firms employing five or more workers, representing 65 to 100 per 
cent. of the persons engaged in the industries covered, as shown in the 
1950 Industrial Register. Index of numbers in employment and _ total 
hours worked are computed on the original base October 1952— 100. 
Annual figures are unweighted arithmetic averages of monthly data. 


Publication, The data are published about two months after the months 


to which they refer. 
These new series are published in the Supplement on the base 1953 = 100.

reported for the week concerned. Annual figures are unweighted arithmetic 
averages of monthly data, 


Netherlands. 


The following new series on hourly wage rates in manufacturing, mining 
and construction has been introduced in this issue : 


Defivition of rates. Minimum time rates of pay (except for piece-rates 
of cigar makers) as fixed in awards and collective agreements. 


Coverage. Adult male wage earners (minimum age varies by industry 
from 21 to 26 years), excluding foremen and apprentices. The whole 
country is represented. All wage earners covered by agreements or awards 
in manufacturing, mining and construction are included, 


Source of data. The data are obtained from records of agreements 
and awards, 
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Computation. Rates, including piece-rates of cigar makers, as of the 
last day of each month are computed as relatives of the base period (the 
original index is computed both on a 1938-39 and 1947 base). The rates 
in each occupation are weighted by the estimated aggregate 1947 wage 
bill for computation of the general index. Annual figures are unweighted 
arithmetic averages of the monthly data, 

In the Supplement this index is published on the base 1953 = 100. 


Hours of Work in Manufacturing 
Guatemala. 


The following new series on average hours worked in manufacturing 
has been introduced in this issue : 


Definition of hours worked. Hours actually worked in the reporting 
week. 

Coverage. Wage earners of both sexes without distinction as to age, 
including foremen and apprentices, but excluding homeworkers (out- 
workers), unpaid family workers and persons absent from work. The 
series refers to Guatemala City and includes manufacturing and electrical 
power generation, ‘The series is based on returns obtained monthly from 
a sample of firms employing five or more workers, representing 65 to 
100 per cent. of the persons engaged in the industries covered, as shown 
in the 1950 industrial Register. 


Source of data. The statistics are based on payrolls of establishments. 


Computation. ‘Total hours worked in the reporting week of each month 
are divided by the number of persons at work in the same week. When 
a public holiday falls in the reporting week, the total hours worked refers 
to the remaining days of the week. A week without holidays is, however, 
chosen whenever possible. Averages are weighted by the number of 
workers reported for the week concerned. Annual figures are unweighted 
arithmetic averages of monthly data.

After giving a detailed account of the development of unemploy- 
ment insurance from its earliest beginnings, the study presents an 
exhaustive analysis of all the major aspects of this important branch 
of social insurance, both from the point of view of its underlying 
principles and by means of a precise comparison, in tabular form, 
of the various schemes in operation throughout the world. 

The scope of protection is first dealt with and particular attention 
is directed to the difficulties involved in the coverage of certain 
special categories of persons. Eligibility for benefit is next examined 
under the headings of qualifying conditions, the qualifying period, 
and the eligibility of seasonal workers ; and the various grounds 
for disqualification are discussed (voluntary leaving, discharge for 
misconduct, labour disputes, refusal of a suitable job offer, and 
receipt of other types of income). 

Having thus clearly defined the insured person and his rights 
under unemployment insurance, the study turns to the questions 
of benefit rates, the waiting period and, above all, the duration of 
benefits, and points out why and to what extent it is necessary to 
limit their duration. 

Finally, the last two chapters deal with methods of financing unem- 
ployment insurance (sources of revenue, form and rates of contri- 
bution, and reserve funds) and administrative organisation and 
processes (administrative agencies, collection of contributions, 
record keeping, receiving of claims, adjudication of claims, and 
payment of benefits). 

One of the chief purposes of the present study is to make available 
information of use to countries that wish to introduce social security 
against unemployment for the first time ; it is also intended to be 
of help to other countries wishing to modify and improve their
